The  Fourth  Liberty  Loan  was  oversubscribed 
by  nearly  one  billion  dollars. 

Gen.  Allensby  the  British  conqueror  of  Pales¬ 
tine,  Is  said  to  be  a  devout  Christian.  That  seems 
to  be  true  of  about  all  the  great  allied  generals. 

SeventjMine  vessels  of  the  German  navy  were 
surrendered  last  week  besides  a  large  number  of 
submarines.  The  humiliation  of  this  proud  na¬ 
tion  is  one  of  the  moBt  fearful  lessons  of  history. 

In  giving  the  age  of  Brother  A.  J.  Brown  the 
Record  missed  it  by  three  years.  He  is  seventy- 
seven  years  young.  We  hope  he  may  be  given 
many  more  and  that  they  may  be  rich  in  grace. 

A  card  from  M.  K.  Thornton  requests  that  his 
paper  be  changed  from  Bessemer,  Ala.,  to  Hat¬ 
tiesburg,  Miss.  From  this  we  judge  that  he  has 
accepted  the  call  of  the  Main  Street  jChurch.  It 
will  be  a  great  pleasure  to  shake  hands  with  him 
again  in  his  native  state. 

All  churches  needing  help  from  the  Convention 
Board  should  make  their  application  at  the  earl¬ 
iest  possible  moment  as  the  board  will  meet  early 
In  December,  soon  after  the  Convention  in  Me¬ 
ridian.  Applications  should  be  made  by  action 
of  the  church  in  its  business  meeting. 

McAdoo,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  head  of 
the  railroad  administration  has  resigned  from  his 
place  in  President  Wilson's  cabinet.  The  reason 
given  is  that  he  owes  it  to  his  family  to  make  a 
living  for  them.  The  burdens  of  this  office  have 
certainly  been  very  heavy. 

The  soldiers  at  home  are  being  released  rapid¬ 
ly.  No  more  are  being  called  into  the  service. 
Those  recently  drafted  are  being  released  and  those 
who  have  had  longer  training  will  come  later. 
Soldiers  in  Europe  will  be  returned  by  degrees, 
the  sick  and  mained  probably  coming  as  soon  as 
they  can  be  brought. 

The  Baptist  Pastors'  Conference  of  Nashville. 
Tenn.,  passed  most  commendatory  resolution  with 
reference  to  Brother  C.  W.  Knight  who  resigned 
the  South  Side  Church  to  accept  the  call  to  the 
First  Church  of  Corinth.  The  greater  the  loss  of 
the  brethren  In  Tennessee,  the  warmer  the  wel¬ 
come  we  give  him  as  he  comes  back  to  Missis¬ 
sippi. 

The  Baptist  and  Reflector  gives  a  good  report 
of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  8tate  Convention  at 
Shelbyville,  Tenn.  J.  H.  Anderson  was  made 
president  He  is  a  great  layman  of  Knoxville, 
and  chairman  of  the  layman's  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Rev. 
Fleetwood  Ball,  who  writes  the  excellent  report 
was  made  secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  dally  papers  now  In  the  absence  of  thrill¬ 
ing  news,  are  telling  us  what  is  going  to  happen, 
especially  who  Is  going  to  the  Peace  Conference 
and  what  they  are  going  to  do  when  they  get 
there.  These  prophecies  are  sometimes  feelers 
sent  out  by  government  representatives  Indicat¬ 
ing  what  they  wish  to  be  done,  In  order  to  dis¬ 
cover  how  the  suggestion  Is  received  by  other 
governments.  The  disposition  of  German's  form¬ 
er  colonies  and  the  Interpretation  of  “the  free¬ 
dom  of  the  seas”  are  among  the  things  about 
which  they  seem  most  exercised.  We  have  not 
seen  any  offers  on  the  part  of  anybody  to  take 
Mr.  Hohenxollern  in  charge.

An  Association  of  Free  Will  Baptists  in  Ten¬ 
nessee  adopted  resolutions  constituting  them¬ 
selves  regular  Baptists  and  formal  action  was 
requested  of  the  State  Convention  to  admit  them. 
A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Convention 
whose  duty  It  was  to  advise  them  how  to  pro¬ 
ceed.  It  appears  to  us  they  have  already  pro¬ 
ceeded.  Their  own  action  is  sufficient  We  have 
no  holy  hands  to  lay  on  them.  If  they  practice 
the  New  Testament  teaching  as  we  understand  It, 
they  are  just  like  we  are.  If  they  have  made  up 
their  minds  to  do  that  we  bid  them  welcome  and 
Godspeed. 

We  give  this  week  part  of  reports  made  by  the 
Convention  Board  and  the  Education  Board  to 
the  8tato  Convention  in  Meridian.  We  should 
have  been  glad  to  publish  other  reports  also  In 
this  issue  but  they  were  not  available.  They 
will  come  later.  These  will  reach  our  readers 
almost  as  soon  as  they  reach  the  Convention. 
They  show  a  year  of  hard  work  and  great  favor 
from  God.  Secretaries  Lawrence  and  Gunter 
have  the  congratulations  of  the  brotherhood  and 
will  doubtless  have  their  hearty  support  another 
year. 

The  ministry  of  Christian  women  on  behalf  of 
their  heathen  sisters  is  one  of  the  most  vital 
needs  of  the  mission  fields.  A  missionary  to 
Indian  expresses  it  thus:  "The  solution  of  India's 
problems  is  in  the  lap  of  the  women  of  Indian. 
The  future  of  India  is  bound  up  with  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  women,  and  it  Is  because  they  are  ignor¬ 
ant  and  shut  off  from  life,  that  we  are  deprived 
of  those  silent  and  all-powerful  influences  which 
mould  the  child's  character  and  (It  men  to  be 
heroes.  •  It  is  In  the  development  of  woman's  true 
nature  that  we  must  seek  the  future  greatneas  of 
our  people.”  And  wsat  is  here  said  of  India  ap¬ 
plies  with  equal  force  to  China  and  Africa.  In 
our  mighty  struggle  to  right  the  wrongs  of  hu¬ 
manity  let  us  not  forget  the  women  of  the  non- 
Christian  world.

Brother  C.  L.  Lansing  Is  happy  as  pastor  of  a 
country  church  for  full  time  near  Austin,  Texas, 
and  the  people  must  be  happy  too  as  they  are 
treating  him  mighty  well.  Besides  giving  the 
pastor  a  good  support,  they  contributed  over 
$1,200  to  outside  benevolences.

The  yenr  has  been  one  of  momentous  mo 
ment.  The  world  lias  been  passing  through 
the  pangs  of  social,  economic,  political  and 
moral  re-birth.  History  has  been  repeating 
itself  in  the  processes  of  human  evolution 
Today,  as  in  yesteryears,  on  the  battle  fields 
amid  the  smoke  of  conflict  and  the  hlood  of 
carnage,  the  shackles  of  tyranny  are  broken 
and  the  priceless  boou  of  liberty  secured. 
M  ♦  No\  rml«.  r  11  Ml-  a  , '  for.  \  it 
be  the  highest  peak  in  all  the  mountain 
range'  of  human  endeavor.  Never  before 
have  we  had  greater  cause  for  thanksgiving, 
nor  have  we,  I  am  sure,  ever  had  greater 
reason  for  girding  our  loins  with  strength 
and  marshalling  our  forces  for  the  new 
duties,  new  tasks,  new  problems  impregnat 
ing  the  present  hour. 

The  Work  of  the  Year. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  work  of  the  year 
has  been  most  gratifying.  We  have  had  our 
difficulties  and  our  problems,  such  for  in¬ 
stance.  as  continued  appeals  for  money  by 
the  government  and  by  the  various  organ 
izatjous-  engaged  in  war  work,  but  under 
the  combined  impact  of  our  people  these  dif 
Realties  have  been  transformed  into  step 
ping-stones  to  victory. 

The  First  Year  of  the  Budget. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  the  fivo-year  bud 
get  program.  At  Columbus,  1916,  the  Con 
vention  udopted  resolutions-  providing  for 
the  budgeting  of  its  work,  and  it  is  true, 
adopted  the  five-year  program.  A  budget 
committee  was  appointed,  at  that  time,  to 
fix  a  budget  for  the  year,  but  on  account 
of  the  necessary  delay  in  making  the  transi¬ 
tion  from  the  old  method  to  the  now,  it  can 
}  scarcely  be  said  that  we  really  got  on  to  the 

budget  until  this  year.  We  did,  however, 
accomplish  one  thing.  We  organized  our 
^  forces  so  as  to  put  into  operation  the  budget 
system.  .Mr.  N.  T.  Tull,  who  had  for  years 
been  connected  with  the  First  National 
Hank  of  Brookhaven,  and  who  had  been  fin¬ 
ancial  secretary  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Brookhaven,  was  elected  as  budget  man. 
He  brought  to  this  task  a  business  training 
which  insured  his  success,  and  immediately 
set  himself  to  the  work  of  developing  a  fin¬ 
ancial  system  for  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi. 
Record  books  have  been  prepared,  forms  for 
the  subscription  cards,  and  all  of  the  things 
necessary  to  give  to  the  people  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  a  simple  and  effective  business  method 
by  which  they  can  finance  their  local  and 
denominational  work. 

The  Apportionment 

The  Consecution  at  Brookhaven  instructed 
the  Board  to  take  the  budget  which  it  nail 
fixed  and  apportion  it  to  the  associations 
and  to  the  churches.  This  was  done.  In 
making  out  these  apportionments,  missions, 
State,  Home  and  Foreign,  was  taken  us  the 
basis.  These  three  objects  together  consti¬ 
tuted  64  per  cent  of  the  Convention  budget. 
We  secured  an  average  of  the  gifts  of  each 
church  for  the  past  three  years  for  these 
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objects  mid  made  that  average  64  per  cent, 
of  the  total  apportionment  for  the  church 
then  the  balance,  36  per  cent,  was  distri¬ 
buted  to  other  objects  in  the  budget  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  percentage  fixed  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  This  apportionment  was  printed  by 
the  instruction  of  your  Board  and  distri¬ 
buted.  Every  church  in  the  state  was  ask¬ 
ed  to  malfe  this  apportionment  the  mini¬ 
mum  for  its  gifts,  and  I  am  rejoiced  to  re¬ 
port  to  you  that  with  almost  one  accord  the 
churches  in  the  state  have  accepted  this  ap 
portionment  as  the  minimum  for  their  work 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  a  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  will  be  created  among  the  churches 
and  pastors  of  the  state  that  whenever  the 
Convention  shull  fix  a  budget  and  the  Board, 
under  the  instruction  of  the  Convention, 
shall  distribute  that  budget  to  the  associa¬ 
tions  and  churches  of  the  state  that  they 
will  in  December  underwrite  the  budget  by 
n  personal  every-memlier  canvass  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  will  send  to  the  Board's  office 
every  month  one-twelfth  of  their  apportion¬ 
ment.  This  is  the  ideal  toward  which  our 
five-year  program  looks. 

The  Work  Done. 

It  is  to  be  kept  in  mind  that  your  Board 
is  not  a  Board  of  State  Missions,  but  it  is 
the  Convention  Board  and  has  in  charge  the 
whole  program  of  the  Convention.  To  this 
Board  you  have  committed  the  work  of  put¬ 
ting  into  operation  the  budget.  This  bud¬ 
get  covers  all  the  regular  current  interest* 
of  the  denomination.  Hence,  your  Board 
has  directly  in  charge  the  work  of  raising 
money  for  the  current  work  of  every  in¬ 
terest  fostered  by  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi 
as  well  as  the  work  of  administering  the 
funds  given  for  State  Missions.  This  being 
the  case,  we  give  to  you  a  summary  of  the 
results  of  your  Board's  efforts  in  its  labors 
for  the  whole  kingdom  as  well  as  a  specific 
report  of  its  work  in  administering  the 
funds  given  for  State  Missions. 

In  making  this  report  it  is  not  our  pur¬ 
pose  to  give  n  detailed  statement.  The 
auditor’s  report  will  give  a  detailed  state-’ 
ment  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
money  and  the  report  of  the  missionary  pas¬ 
tors  and  field  workers  will  give  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  work  they  hnve  been  do¬ 
ing  during  the  year.  The  Lord’s  work 
cannot  be  summed  up  in  columns  of  figures 
There  are  spiritual  Hood  tides,  there  are 
currents  of  thought  and  feeling,  there  are 
denominational  outgoings  of  soul,  th^re  are 
spiritual  impulses  that,  cannot  be  written 
into  a  report.

The  Coming  Year. 

Today  we  face  the  future.  Perhaps  never 
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in  our  history  has  there  been  an  hotir  so 
pregnant  with  possibilities  as  this.  The 
world  war  has  been  Vrought  to  a  successful 
conclusion.  In  the  find  adjustment  the 
peace  terms  signed  will  make  the  world 
cafe  for  democracy.  The  question  with  us 
i.ow  is  eir.  democracy  be  made  safe  for  the 
vorld.  H  r#  is  ou  •  Usk.  A  government 
can  be  no  better  than  the  people  who  con¬ 
stitute  it,  rh>"r  idval*  will  ultimately  •>>- 
come  the  ideals  of  the  government,  hence, 
for  democracy  to,  bo  safe  for  the  world,  it 
must  lie  christianized.  The  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  inns  underpin  it.  The  life  of  Jesus 
Christ  must  shoot  it  through  and  through^ 
This  is  the  task  which  we  confront  today 
and  the  questions  which  should  stand  big 
ir  every  Baptist  mind  ore  “Shall  Mississip¬ 
pi  Buptists  take  their  place  in  this  hour  of 
World  reconstruction T  Shall  they  project 
into  this  world,  made  new  by  this  buptism 
of  blood,  the  distinctive  thing  which  they 
have  to  offer  to  the  world!  Shall  their 
principles,  the  principles  of  liberty  and  jus¬ 
tice  and  equality  fraternity  and  brotherly 
love,  the  rights  of  the  individual, religious 
freedom  and  all  the  things  for  which  Bap¬ 
tists  hayc  stood  throughout  the  yeur  he  shot 
through  and  through  the  life  of  our  state 
and  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  projict  them 
through  the  life  of. the  world!”  These  are 
the  questions  that  we  have  got  to  answer. 

Church  Union. 

There  are  also  speeial  problems  which  we 
will  have  to  solve.  One  of  these  no 
doubt  is  the  relation  which  we  that!  sustain 
as  n  denomination  to  other  Christian  organ¬ 
izations.  There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to 
merge  all  organizations  into  one  great  or- 
ganic  body.  Shall  we  enter  into  that  organ¬ 
ization  and  lose  our  integrity  and  indivi¬ 
duality  as  a  denomination  br  shall  we  main¬ 
tain  our  integrity  and  individuality  and 
separation!  We  will  have  to  answer  these 
questions  in  the  immediate  future. 

In  order  to  answer  these  questions  and 
answer  them  right,  if  seems  to  me  that  we  . 
must  determine  to  maintain  our  integrity  • 
and  to  continue  our  witness  for  the  truth  in 
the  future  as  we  have  witnessed  for  the 
truth  in  the  past.  There  can  be  no  merging 
with  us.  Witnessing  for  Christ  with  us  de¬ 
mands  a  separate  existence,  bn*  if  we  exist 
as  a  denomination  then  we  must  outline  for 
ourselves  a  great  program  in  which  educa¬ 
tion  and  missions  are  thy  pivotal  things. 
Our  people  must  be  informed  about  the 
things  for  which  we  stand.  They  must  be 
marshalled  for  world-conquest.  The  world 
for  Christ  must  be  the  key-note  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  sacrificial  service  with  Him  for  its  re¬ 
demption  must  characterize  our  people; 
loyalty  to  Jesus  and  His  word  must  be  the 
posture  of  every  Baptist  mind  and  heart  and 
soul. 

Recommendations. 

5  our  Board  would  therefore  make  the 
following  recommendations: 

1  That  the  budget  for  next  year  for 
missions  be  enlarged.  This  enlargement  is 
necessary  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon 
us  tor  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  At  the  last 
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meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  it  was  decided  to  raise  $1,500,000.00  for 
Foreign  Missions  and  $1,000,000.00  for  Home 
Missions.  Mississippi  Baptists  must  do  their 
part  in  this  great  undertaking.  We  would 
therefore  suggest  that  the  budget  for  mis¬ 
sions,  State,  Home  and  Foreign,  be  not  less 
than  $60,000.00  for  State  Missions,  $50,000 
for  Home  Missions  and  $60,000  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

2.  We  would  also  suggest  that  the  bud¬ 
get  fixed  by  the  budget  committee  of  this 
Convention  cover  only  annual  current  de¬ 
nominational  work.  This  will  necessitate 
some  change  in  the  Christian  Education 
fund.  As  it  now  is  Christian  Education  in¬ 
cludes  $6,500  for  Ministerial  Education  and  * 
the  rest  is  turned  over  to  the  Education 
Commission  to  use  as  the  Commission  may 
see  fit.  This  somewhat  complicates  our  ap¬ 
peal  which  the  Education  Commission  is 
making  for  endowment,  debts,  building  and 
repairs  for  our  colleges.  We  would  there¬ 
fore  suggest  that  the  budget  for  Christian 
Education  include  only  the  actual  work  of 
helping  to  educate  the  boys  and  girls  in 
Mississippi  who  are  going  to  give  their  lives 
to  distinctly  Christian  work.  We  see  no 
reason  why  that  a  girl  who  is  going  as  a 
missionary  to  a  foreign  field  or  who  is  go¬ 
ing  to  be  a  missionary  in  the  home  land 
should  not  have  her  expenses  paid  in  part 
by  the  denomination.  If  we  assist  the  young 
men  who  arc  preparing  themselves  for  the 
ministry  why  not  assist  the  young  women 
who  are  making  preparation  for  missionary 
and  religious  work?  We  would  therefore 
suggest  that  Christian  Education  include 
the  education  of  Our  boys  and  girls  at  our 
colleges  here  in  the  state  who  are  going  to 
enter  distinctively  Christian  work,  and  the 
assistance  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  Sem¬ 
inaries  at  Louisville,  Fort  Worth  and  the 
Bible  Institute  in  New  Orleans. 

3.  We  would  also  suggest  that  the  state 
be  divided  into  at  least  six  districts,  each 
district  to  be  composed  of  a  definite  number 
of  counties  and  that  your  Board  be  instruc¬ 
ted  to  employ  a  worker  for  each  district  who 
shall  have  in  charge  the  putting  on  of  the . 
whole  denominational  program  in  the  dis¬ 
trict. 

We  hope  that  these  matters  will  be  given 
serious  consideration  by  the  Convention. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSISSIPPI  BAPTIST 
EDUCATIONAL  COMMISSION  TO 
THE  MISSISSIPPI  STATE  BAP¬ 
TIST  CONVENTION. 

We  your  Commission  desire  first  to  state 
what  we  understand  to  be  the  task  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Education. 

1.  As  pertains  to  Christ,  it  is  that  educa¬ 
tion  which  recognizes  Him  as  Creator  of,  and 
rightful  Lord  over  all  nature. 

2.  As  concerns  the  pupil,  it  is  that  educa¬ 
tion  which  opens  to  him  the  door  to  all 
truth,  and  so  relates  that  truth  to  its  author 
as  to  develop  the  physical,  the  mental,  the 
moral  and  spiritual  nature  in  accordance 
with  the  divine  purpose. 

3.  As  pertains  to  society,  it  is  that  edu¬ 


cation  which  recognizes  as  its  obligation  the 
bringing  to  every  human  being  without  dis¬ 
crimination  the  opportunity  of  having  de¬ 
veloped  within  himself  the  whole  man,  and 
the  enthronement  of  the  Christ  over  both 
his  life  and  his  possessions. 

With  this  conception  of  the  task,  and  the 
ultimate  end  of  our  mission,  we  present  the 
following  report  showing  our  effort,  our. 
aims  and  our  plan  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  task  : 

I.  The  financial  report  showing  work 
done  since  last  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

II.  Our  aim. 

1.  The  payment  of  all  outstanding  in¬ 
debtedness  against  our  schools  by  the  close 
of  the  winter. 

2.  The  adoption  of  a  Five  Year  Program 
which  shall  begin  operating  not  later  than 
December  1,  1919. 

III.  Our  plans, 

1.  For  the  winter  campaign:  To  begin 
the  first  Sunday  in  December  and  continue 
until  the  first  of  February ;  to  appeal  to 
every  church  for  a  cash  donation  the  mini¬ 
mum  not  be  les  than  twice  the  apportion¬ 
ment  of  each  church  for  Christian  education 
during  the  closing  year;  to  place  a  man  over 
each  district  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit 
the  churches,  and  by  the  aid  of  pastors  and 
other  workers  raise  the  necessary  amount. 

2.  As  to  the  five  year  program:  We 
favor  the  program  as  outlined  by  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  which  asks  Mississippi  to  raise 
$1,060,000  and  to  add  to  our  present  col¬ 
lege  enrollment  1,000  students.  Mississippi 
Baptists  should  have  as  much  confidence  in 
themselves  as  others  have  in  them.  If  Texas 
can  raise  $2,200,000;  Georgia  $1,200,000; 
Kentucky  $1,400,000;  North  Carolina  $1,200,- 
000,  surely  Mississippi  can  raise  $1,000,000. 
The  W.  M.  U.  has  already  laid  down  the 
challenge  by  proposing  to  raise  one-third  of 
this  amount,  and  they  do  what  they  under¬ 
take. 

Recommendations. 

1.  We  recommend  that  Clarke  Memorial 
College  discontinue  confering  degrees.  Cer¬ 
tificates  showing  the  work  done  may  be  sub¬ 
stituted  as  recommendation  to  our  standard 
colleges. 

2.  We  reeomnjond  that  the  Convention 
signify  its  approval  of  the  winter  cash  cam¬ 
paign  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  all  in¬ 
debtedness. 

3.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Con¬ 
vention  give  its  endorsement  to  the  Five 
Year  Program  which  proposes  to  raise 
$200,000  a  year  in  cash  for  five  years  at  such 
time  and  for  such  duration  as  may  be  deem¬ 
ed  advisable  by  the  Convention. 

4.  Again  we  would  recommend  that  the 
Convention  authorize  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission  to  raise  the  remainder  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  endowment  fund  which  was 
left  uncompleted  by  a  former  campaign,  and 
that  this  amount  be  taken  care  of  out  of  the, 
proceeds  of  the  first  work  under  the  Five 
Year  Program. 

5.  We  would  recommend  further  that  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  present  indebted¬ 
ness  has  been  paid,  and  as  soon  as  the  cash 


can  be  raised  that  another  dormitory  be 
erected  for  the  Woman’s  College. 

6.  We  recommend  the  raising  of  $30,000 
in  next  year 's  budget ;  none  of  which  shall 
be  used  for  buildings  and  endowment,  but 
for  annual  current  fnnd.  and  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  those  being  trained  for  Christian 
work  in  our  colleges  and  seminaries;  this 
fund  shall  be  designated  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion  and  sent  into  the  office  of  the  State, 
Convention  Boa^d  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
Education  Commission  once  a  mouth  for 
distribution.  A  statement  from  the  colleges 
and  the  seminaries  will  be  required  onee  a 
month  showing  the  amount  contributed  by 
these  schools  for  the  support  of  ministerial 
students  and  other  Christian  workers,  and 
upon  receipt  of  such  statement  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Commission  will  reimburse  said  schools 
for  amount  expended  on  Mississippi  stu¬ 
dents. 

7.  We  would  recommend  that  all  build¬ 
ing  and  endowment  fund  for  the  next  Con¬ 
vention  year  be  raised  by  special  campaign, 
public  and  private  appeals. 

8.  In  the  event  the  Five  Year  Program  is 
adopted  we  would  recommend  that  after  the 
deficit  on  Mississippi  College  endowment 
shall  have  been  raised,  that  so  long  as  our 
schools  are  incapacitated  to  furnish  accom¬ 
modation  to  those  desiring  to  enter,  that  the 
money  raised  in  said  campaign  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  enlarging  our  capacity,  and 
that  the  schools  be  considered  in  proportion 
to  their  relative  needs. 

9.  We  further  recommend  that  the  bal¬ 
ance  after  needed  buildings  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  be  used  as  a  permanent  endowment 
fund,  to  be  invested  by  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  revenues  therefrom  to  be 
distributed  by  said  Commission  among  the 
colleges  owned  by  the  Convention  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  their  relative  needs  considering 
always  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance, 
the  number  of  teachers  employed  and  the 
amount  of  work  being  done  by  the  faculty. 

10.  We  urge  that  special  emphasis  be 
given  Christian  Education  on  Education 
Day  next  June. 

11.  We  recommend  finally  that  the  schools 
belonging  to  the  Convention  have  their 
books  audited  before  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention  in  tirtle  to  furnish  a  copy 
of  the  auditor’s  report  to  the  Education 
Commission  to  be  embodied  in  its  report  to 
the  Convention.

It  had  seemed  strange  to  many  that 
Alabama  was  having  a  hard  time  keeping  up 
with  her  sister  states  In  throwing  off  the  vampire 
of  liquor.  Now  the  reason  appears.  Some  high 
officials  In  Alabama  may  need  Investigating  to 
see  where  their  Interest  In  the  whiskey  business 
comes  in. 
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EDITORIAL. 

IN  THE  REGENERATION. 


The  word  “regeneration”  occurs  in  the 
Bible  only  twice.  You  will  find  it  in  Matt¬ 
hew  19:28  and  in  Titus  3:5.  Not  that  the 
idea  is  found  here  only  but  the  word  is  rare. 
The  doctrine  of  regeneration  or  the  new 
birth  is  found  in  many  places,  as  in  Jno.  3:3; 
.lames  1:18;  1  Pet.  1:3;  Ephes.  2:1,  and 

others.  But  the  study  of  the  word  is  what 
interests  us  now. 

’The  two  places,  spoken  of  above,  in  which 
it  appears,  give  two  different  meanings  to 
the  word,  or  perhai*  it  would  be  more  cor¬ 
rect  to  say  two  different  applications.  One 
of  these  evidently  has  reference  to  the  re¬ 
generation  of  the  individual  man,  while  the 
other  refers  to  the  regeneration  of  social 
conditions.  Paul  says  in  Titus  3:5:  “But 
when  the  kitiduess  of  God  our  Savior  ap¬ 
peared,  not  by  works  done  in  righteousness, 
which  we  did  ourselves,  hut  according  to  his 
mercy  lie  saved  us,  through  the  washing  of 
regeneration  and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  This  sets  forth  what  we  commonly 
have  in  mind  when  we  speak  of  regenera¬ 
tion,  namely  the  radical  changing  of  one’s 
nature,  making  him  a  new  creature;  this 
work  to  be  so  wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  as 
to  be  spoken  of  as  being  horn  of  the  Spirit, 
and  making  us  children  of  God,  made  par¬ 
takers  of  the  divine  nature.  This  is  the  one 
necessity  for  salvation  and  the  beginning  of 
the  work  of  God  in  man  and  among  men. 

But  the  other  place  in  which  the  word 
regeneration  occurs  gives  it  a  different  and 
wider  application.  It  is  Jesus  who  uses  it, 
talking  with  the  disciples  just  after  the  de¬ 
parture  of  the  rich  young  ruler  who  came  to 
Him  asking  how  he  was  to  inherit  eternal 
life.  After  JeSus’  reply,  the  young  man 
went  away  sorrowful.  Jesus  also  was  sad 
and  said : 

“It  is  hard  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.”  The  disciples  were 
puzzled  and  asked,  “Who  then  can  be 
saveiM”  Jesus  said  it  was  impossible  with 
men  but  was  possible  with  God.  Peter  im¬ 
mediately  compares  himself  with  the  young 
man  who  had  refused  to  surrender  his  goods : 
he  says,  “Lord  we  have  left  all  and  follow¬ 
ed  thee;  what  then  shall  we  have!”  The 


rpely  of  Jesus  shows  the  meaning  of  the 
word  we  are  studying:  “Ye  who  have  fol¬ 
lowed  Me,  in  the  regeneration  when  the  Son 
of  Man  shall  sit  on  the  throne  of  llis  glory, 
ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones,  and  all 
who  have  rnude  material  and  social  sacrifices 
for  My  names  sake  shall  receive  t  hundred 
fold  and  shall  inherit  eternal  life.” 

The  regeneration  here  goes  with  the  words 
that  follow  it  and  not  with  the  words  which 
precede  it.  We  do  not  follow  .Jesus  in  re¬ 
generation  for  lie  was  never  regenerated. 
Besides  He  does  not  say  “in  rcgeio  ration," 
hut  “in  the  regeneration,”  referring  not  to 
an  experience  of  the  disciple  hut  tc  a  recon¬ 
structive  era  or  event  of  the  future.  He  says 
that  in  the  regeneration,  the  period  of  re¬ 
construction  or  renovation  which  is  to  fol¬ 
low.  when  the  Son  of  Man  shall  sit  on  the 
throne  of  His  glory,  they  too  shall  have  a 
part  in  the  transforming  of  the  world  and 
shall  he  as  God  ’s  princes  in  the  kingdom. 
The  regeneration  here  spoken  of  is  the 
change  which  the  whole  social  organization 
of  the  world  is  to  undergo,  which  perhaps  it 
is  now  undergoing.  Men’s  ideas  and  rela¬ 
tionships  are  being  reformed  Hlong  new  lines, 
based  upon  the  teaching  of  Jesus  and  the 
apostles.  The  whole  complexion  of  society, 
and  the  whole  structure  of  government,  and 
the  whole  economic  order  and  fabric  are 
undergoing  changes  wrought  from  within 
by  the  spirit  of  Christ  and  the  teaching  of 
those  men  who  caught  His  spirit,  followed 
His  footsteps  and  upon  whom  He  breathed 
the  inspiration  of  a  new  mission  saying, 
“As  the  Father  sent  Me,  even  so  send  I 
you.” 

To  understand  words,  you  must  get  into 
the  atmosphere  in  which  they  were  spoken. 
You  must  know  not  simply  the  etymology 
of  the  word  but  the  condition  of  mind  in 
the  speaker  which  gave  it  birth  or  utter- 
unce.  Bear  in  mind  that  when  Jesus  spoke 
of  this  social  regeneration.  He  had  just  told 
the  rich  young  ruler  t»  go  and  se'!  all  that 
he  had  and  give  to  the  poor,  Peter  had  just 
said,  “We  have  left  all  and  followed  Thee.” 
This  is  the  background  of  his  remark,  "In 
the  regeneration  when  the  Son  of  Man  shall 
sit  on  the  throne  of  His  glory."  He  is 
thinking  of  the  changes  that  shall  be  wrought 
in  men,  the  new  disposition,  the  new  atti¬ 
tude  toward  one  another,  when  the  rich 
young  man  shall  not  go  away  sadly  when 
told  to  use  his  wealth ~”in  the  interest  of 
others,  but  shall  rejoice  in  the  privilege  of 
sharing  his  best  and  his  all  with  those  who 
are  in  need. 

That  which  the  law  could  not  do,  for  he 
claimed  to  have  kept  the  law  from  his  youth ; 
that  which  socialism  cannot  do,  for  it  is  an 
effort  to  do  by  legislative  enactment  what 
only  the  regenerating  power  of  the  gospel 
of  grace  can  do;  these  things  were  done  in 
the  days  that  followed  Pentecost  when  these 
princely  men  told  the  people  what  to  do  and 
they  did  it  gladly.  Men  are  changed  by 
th(t  preaching  of  the  word;  dry  bones  arc 
made  to  live  by  the  word  of  the  prophet;  a 
new  order  is  born,  not  forced  upon  the  world. 
Vte  may  not  yet  fully  interpret  the  word 
“in  the  regeneration”  because  we  live  in 


the  process.  We  shall  understand  it  fully 
when  it  is  completed  and  the  Son  of  Man  is 
visibly  enthroned  among  men  and  the  whole 
earth  shall  proclaim  Him  King  of  Kings  and 
Lord  of  Lords.  Recently  we  had  a  word  to 
say  about  “The  Recapitulation,"  the  head¬ 
ing  up  anew  of  all  things  in  the  Christ. 
That  is  the  outward  and  evident  result,  the 
visible  consummation.  This  regeneration  is 
the  process  and  inward  working,  the  trans¬ 
figuring  of  all  vital  relationship,  which 
makes  the  recapitulation  possible  and  actual. 


FROM  FRANCE. 


(Lt.  P.  J.  Lipsey.) 

1  ’ve  missed  a  few  chances  to  begin  a  let¬ 
ter  the  last  several  days  hut  I’m  going  to 
begin  one  now  if  I  never  finish  it,  and  I  am 
not  sure  you  will  be  able  to  rend  it  after  I 
write  it. 

Last  Wednesday  night  our  company  got 
orders  to  abandon  village  at  once  and  pull 
out  for  the  neighboring  town  of  “Nuts" 
which  has  the  honor  of  being  on  a  railroad. 
In  perhaps  an  hour,  I  loaded  like  a  poilu 
with  baggage,  gas  mask  and  helmet,  took  the 
road  for  R —  where  regimental  headquar¬ 
ters  was  since  I  returned  to  the  organization. 
I  went  ahead,  you  see,  to  get  my  bag  and 
carry  it  over  to  “Nuts."  Well  I  was  heat¬ 
ing  it  out  of  town  all  alone  and  instead 
of  watching  where  I  was  going  in  the  dark, 

I  was  trying  to  dispose  my  baggage  comfort¬ 
ably  and  so  naturally  as  follows,  I  began  to 
feel  like  1  was  on  an  unfamiliar  road  pretty 
soon,  hut  my  own  road  was  not  really  a 
familiar  one  so  kept  oh  hiking.  I  guess  I 
missed  the  first  one  hut  presently  saw  one 
of  these  white  tombstones  they' use  for  kilo- 
stones  and  Hushing  my  trusty  torch  I  discov¬ 
ered  these — well  not  had  hut  not  good,  I 
really  split  just  50-50,  that  is  I  was  getting 
away  from  the  town  I  wished  to  leavo  with 
splendid  snceess,  but  on  the  other  hand  was 
going  to  the  wrong  town.  I  had  made  two 
kilos  and  so  turning  I  humped  the  almost 
two  hack  on  the  road  nnd  got  the  right  road 
this  time.  Well,  by  the  time  I  pulled  into 
the  town  I  was  aiming  at  I  had  a  pretty  good 
sweat  under  my  trench  coat  and  equipment. 

I  found  my  hag  O.  K.  after  wandering  nround 
the  dark,  crooked  streets  for  some  time.  I 
also  got  a  little  dope  on  the  situation  and 
decided  to  spend  the  night  there  instead  of 
going  over  to  the  other  town  and  having  in 
all  probability,  a  bad  night  with  the  com- 
J»any,  standing  around  in  the  dark  or  lying 
on  the  wet  ground  all  night.  So  I  slept  in  a 
good  bed  with  the  captain  of  headquarters 
company  and  pulled  my  freight  across 
country  early  the  next  morning.  It  was  as 
I  expected:  1  found  “L"  Co.  had  pitched 
dog  tents  about  2  a.  ra„  after  a  hard  night 
because  nobody  was  there  to  give  them 
proper  instructions.  It  was  discovered  that 
we  were  to  attend  to  the  loading  on  of  the 
rest  of  the  “boys."  Jim  Brothers  and  I  got 
ourselves  disposed  in  a  “hotel,"  and  the 
other  officers  put  up  at  various  places.  We 
were  kept  pretty  busy  for  two  and  a  half 
days,  .Ji  mand  I  being  on  the  two  shifts  from 
(j  t0  12  We  off  several  long  trains,  well 
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loaded  with  men  and  material  and  finally  got 
off  on  the  last  one  ourselves  about  midnight 
last  night.  These  troop  train  rides  are  not 
designed  for  pleasure,  but  I  hardly  care  to 
complain  myself  when  the  men  have  so 
much  poorer  accommodations.  I  think  every 
little  old  box  ear  in  France  is  marked  with 
this  inscription  “40  Homines,  8  chevaux.” 
When  40  “horames”  are  sruek  in  one  of  these 
little  boxes,  the  ear  is  absolutely  and  com¬ 
pletely  filled.  I  don’t  see  how  the  men 
stand  it,  but  they  do  for  days  at  a  time, 
sometimes. 

There  are  four  of  us  officers  in  this  second- 
class  carriage  compartment  and  T’ll  say  I 
got  a  maximum  of  half  an  hour’s  sleep  dur¬ 
ing  the  night.  During  that  time  I  was 
dreaming  of  sitting  on  the  ground  holding 
my  feet  up  to  the  sun  as  you  would  hold  out 
your  hands  to  the  fire  to  warm  them. 

Dawn  found  our  train  resting  quietly  on 
the  track  within  a  hundred  yards  of  my 
“dear  old  alma  mater”  which  I  left  two 
weeks  ago.  I  crawled  out  and  strolled  over 
to  visit.  Being  Sunday  morning  scarcely 
anyone  was  stirring,  but  breakfast  ivas  be¬ 
ing  prepared  in  the  cook  shack,  I  decided  to 
put  up  a  pitiable  talc  and  sec  what  1  could 
get  out  of  it.  I  entered  the  kitchen,  located 
the  cook  fcom  among  a  number  of  men 
working  there  and  told  him  how  hungry,  etc. 

I  was.  It  was  so  warm  and  cozy  in  there! 
flood  old  cook  emmediately  takes  charge  of 
the  situation,  brings  out  a  tremendous  cup 
of  coffee  which  I  liberally  treated  with 
RUgar  and  canned  cream,  draws  out  of  the 
oven  a  pan  of  brown,  crisp  biscuits,  sets  a 
plate  of  the  same  kind  of  bacon  and  also  a 
bucket  of  butter  and  then  tellR  me  how  he 
sympathizes  with  me.  Tie  should  have  saved 
his  sympathy  for  his  regular  boarders.  That 
was  lovely  show  and  changed  the  color  of 
the  w’orld  entirely.  I  ate  with  one  eye  on  the 
train.  When  it  began  to  pull  out.  I  had  fin¬ 
ished  the  cup  of  coffee,  two  biscuit*  and  but¬ 
ter — hot  and  some  bacon  and  had  assembled 
my  hands  full  of  biscuits  for  my  mates  One 
of  the  men  followed  me  to  the  train  with  a 
pitcher  of  coffee  and  T  took  this  aboard  the 
fast  moving  train  at  the  last  minute,  with 
Only  slight  casualties  T  distributed  my  booty 
to  myr  amazed  companions — they  had  no  idea 
how  and  where  I  got  it.  but  enjoyed  it  just 
the  same.  This  does  not  mean  we  have  no 
rations,  but  canned  beef  and  tougb  bread 
are  not  very  inviting  for  an  early,  damp 
morning’s  breakfast,  and  then  regularly 
each  meal. 

Oh.  we  had  quite  a  time  taking  leave  of 
the  good  pastor  and  his  sister!  They  were 
very  effusive  in  their  “adienx,”  especially 
after  Jim  and  I  put  a  generous  pile  of  bank 
notes  on  their  table. '  The  gentleman  who 
weftrs  his  “robe  de  nuit”  every  day.  shook 
hands  with  us  about  five  times,  repeatedly 
wishing  us  “good  chance”  with  motions  of 
firing  a  gun  at  the  Oermans.  A  very  nice 
old  chap. 

The  sun  is  setting  on  another  Sunday. 
Thin  Mr  Mere  and  counting  a  difference  of 
seven  hours  in  time  I  calculated  that  the  fath¬ 
er  is  now  about  to  deliver  his  Sunday  morn¬ 


ing  sermon,  somewhere  in  Mississippi.  We 
are  now  passing  through  some  very,  very 
beautiful  country  of,  perfect  pasture  lands 
dotted  with  gentle  cattle,  traced  by  pretty 
streams  and  ribbons  of  roads,  with  at  least 
one  quaint  village  in  sight  nearly  all  the 
time.  How  I  do  wish  you  could  see  it!  I’m 
hoping  some  day  to  bring  you  and  father 
over  here  and  give  yon  a  personally  con¬ 
ducted  tour.  That  would  simply  be  great! 

In  regard  to  your  letters,  I  think  you  need 
have  no  fear  of  their  failure  to  reach  me.  I 
have  gotten  three  or  four  from  you  already, 
two  or  thre  from  sister,  one  from  John  and 
one  from  father.  You  had  not  yet  gotten  the 
first  letter  from  ihis  side,  which  I  sent  back 
on  the  ship  by  “Leegy”  Polk.  The  last 
letter  I  got  from  you  was  the  very  first  one 
you  wrote  to  Hoboken.  You  failed  to  give 
the  most  important  part  of  my  address — 
regimental  designation — and  the  fact  that 
it  did  reach  me  I  consider  a  marvel  and  a 
wonderful  guarantee  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
mail  service  of  the  military  forces.  As  I 
was  getting  Lt.  Sugg,  an  ex  “L”  Co.  of¬ 
ficer,  off  on  the  train  yesterday,  he  dragged 
out  an  old  letter  which  he  had  been  carry¬ 
ing  since  Waco — he  found  it  on  the  ground 
in  Camp  MaeArthur  the  day  they  left  there 
or  before.  It  was  a  special  delivery  letter 
from  Taylor  of  Valdosta,  posted  on  July  14. 
In  this  he  told  me  of  your  and  father’s  very 
kind  letters  to  him.  He  certainly  did  ap¬ 
preciate  it. 

One  never  knows — as  I  probably  have  said 
before — when  one  is  to  arrive  at  his  desti¬ 
nation.  when  he  gets  on  one  of  these  trains.

As  yon  may  imagine.  R.  R  traffic  is  ex¬ 
tremely  heavy  in  this  region,  hospital,  am¬ 
munition,  ration,  artillery,  mechanical  re¬ 
pair  and  troop  trains  going  both  ways  at  all 
hours  and  almost  all  minutcR.  So  we  realize 
that  we  are  in  war  and  are  able  to  under¬ 
stand.  I  don’t  know  exactly  where  we  are 
going  but  know  enough  to  knew  a  good  deal 
of  our  prospects.  Guesses  are  no  good 
though,  and  information  is  “defense  de” — 
as  the  Frenchies  say. 

Was  very,  very  sorry  to  hear  of  Craw¬ 
ford  being  turned  down  by  the  marines  and 
indeed  think  it  is  very  peculiar.  However, 
tell  him  T  say  to  go  to  school  as  conscien¬ 
tiously  as  he  would  be  glad  to  fight  the  Ger¬ 
mans.  It  is  eminently  worth  while.  It’s  no 
use  for  me  to  write  to  John  at  Austin,  he 
will  be  gone  before  my  letter  would  reach 
him. 

Maybe  you  may  like  to  hear,  Mother,  that 
a  whole  lot  of  people  believe  the  war  will  be 
over  in  a  short  time,  sav  a  few  months.  My¬ 
self.  I  am  not  so  fast,  and  that  is  one  rea¬ 
son  I  don’t  talk  to  you  about  the  end  of  the 
war.  (A  train  of  Poilus  opposite,  watching 
me  write  now.)  I  do  not  think  about  the  end 
of  the  war;  I  am  set  for  quite  a  bit  of  it  yet. 
T  will  greatly  delight  to  be  proved  incorrect 
and  you  may  give  some  consideration  to 
that  expectation  if  you  wish  but  don’t  set 
your  heart  on  an  early  peace.  Bit  tight  and 
don’t  get  excited

How  We  Women  Raised  Money. 

The  women  of  our  church  take  an  offer¬ 
ing  annually  for  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  work.  ’  But  because  the  members  live 
so  far  apart,  some  of  them  seldom  getting 
to  church,  we  found  it  hard  to  reach  every 
one-,  and  when  I  was  appointed  to  take  the 
offering  I  used  the  following  original 
method : 

I  wrote  a  Rhort  letter  to  the  women  of  the 
church,  setting  forth  the  need  of  our  mis¬ 
sionary  offering,  and  urging  every  one  to 
contribute.  I  then  wrote  the  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  every  woman  and  girl  in  the  church, 
on  a  separate  sheet  of  paper.  I  asked  each 
4o  write  the  amount  she  wished  to  give  op¬ 
posite  her  name,  and  to  forward  the  letter 
to  the  name  next  below  hers  Also  to  send 
her  offering  to  the  treasurer  by  a  certain 
date.  I  headed  the  list  with  my  own  name 
and  amount  of  my  offering. 

I  followed  that  letter  into  every  home 
with  earnest  prayer.  I  knew  just  about 
when  it  would  reach  each  one,  and  I  never 
failed  to  talk  to  my  Lord  about  every  wotm 
an  as  the  letter  reached  her.  I  knew  pretty 
well  the  financial  circumstances  of  each,  and 
asked  the  I^ord  to  help  me  raise  a  certain 
amount,  which  I  knew  we  could  do  if  every 
one  did  what  she  could.  We  exactly  reach¬ 
ed  the  amount  asked  for. 

We  decided  that  this  plan  was  the  best 
we  had  ever  tried.  I  can  recommend  it  to 
any  country  church  whose  members  are  scat¬ 
tered  and  hard  to  reach,  yet  who  do  not 
wish  to  be  left  out. — An  Ohio  Country  Wom¬ 
an  in  S.  8.

AN  OPEN  LETTER  TO  THE  BAPTISTS 
OF  THE  SOUTHERN  CONVENTION

Dear  Brethren:  The  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  since  its  incipiency 
lias  always  had  a  warm  place  in  the  affec¬ 
tions  of  Southern  Baptists. ,  Its  appeals  for 
financial  help  have  always  been  responded 
to  generously.  The  one  weak  spot  in  its 
constantly  increas'ng  activities  has  always 
been  the  students’  fund. 

To  correct  this,  and  to  enable  it  to  do 
more  efficient  work,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seminary  has  decided  to  raise  an  en 
"dowment  of  $500,000.00,  as  a  minimum,  the 
interest  from  which  will  be  used  to  aid 
needy  and  worthy  young  preachers  at  the 
Seminary.  There  are  hundreds  of  young 
men  who  n/e  deprived  of  the  advantages  the 
Seminary- affords  for  lack  of  the  funds  neces¬ 
sary  to  complete  their  theological  training. 

This  is  an  immense  loss  to  our  denomina¬ 
tion  in  the  South.  All  of  our  educational 
and  missionary  enterprises  depend  upon 
ci  mpetent  leadership,  and  now  more  than 
ever.  With  the  new  conditions  which  will 
confront  ns  as  Southern  Baptists  in  the  near 
future,  growing  out  of  the  successful  issue 
of  the  war,  the  need  of  a  trained  ministry 
wlil  be  all  the  greater.  While  other  de¬ 
nominations  arc,  to  a  more  or  less  extent 
seeking  young  men  for  the  ministry,  God,  in 
a  merciful  providence,  has  given  to  us  a 
large  number  of  those  desirous  of  equipping 
themselves  for  this  holy  calling.  Will 
Sjjiitheru  Baptists  respond  to  this  call,  and 
respond  now?  l)r.  P.  T.  Hale,  known 

South,  has  been  requested 
'by  the  board  to  undertake  this  difficult  and 
vital  task  for  the  denomination,  and  has  al¬ 
ready  started  on  his  work. 

J  I  bespeak  for  him  on  the  part  of  our  pas 
tors  asd  friends  of  the  Seminary  generally 
a  heart  co-operation  in  every  way  in  his 
arduous  duties.  Dr.  Hale  has  just  come  from 
a  canvass  of  South  Carolina,  where  he  met 
with  a  most  liberal  response,  and  in  leaving 
had  the  united  testimony  of  many  of  the 
leaders  that  his  efforts  in  that  state  had  been 
a  helf)  rather  than  a  hindrance  to  their 
general  lenominational  work.  He  is  now  in 
Maryland  seeking  to  raise  her  quota  of  the 
amount,  and  is  meeting  with  much  encour¬ 
agement. 

Many  of  the  brethren  throughout  .our 
Southland  have  invested  in  Liberfy  Bonds 
and  have  put  them  away  in  thtir  safe  deposit 
boxes.  Why  not  turn  over  some  of  these 
bonds  to  the  Students’  Fund,  and  thus  have 
part  in  training  one  or  more  students  for 
the  gospel  ministry,  the  results  of  whose 
labors  will  continue  long  after  the  donors 
have  passed  away. 

Tliis  t  cause  is  also  worthy  of  re¬ 

membrance  in  the  preparation  of  the  final 
distribution  of  one’s  estate,  as  a  means  of 
participating  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  in 
perpetuity. 

And  now,  brethren,  soliciting  your  hearty 
co-operation  in  this  great  cause,  and  praying 
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your  response  may  be  prompt  and  generous, 
JOSHUA  LEVERING,  President 
Board  of  Trustees,  Southern  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary.

(T.  J.  Moore.) 

Everything  is  now  arranged  for  the  The¬ 
ological  Winter  Schools,  the  time,  places, 
entertainment,  course  of  study,  faculty,  in¬ 
spirational  speakers  and  preachers,  etc.  We 
have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  promise 
of  some  of  the  leading  lights  of  our  d?nom- 
ination  out  of  the  state  and  a  number  of  our 
strong  men  here  at  home.  Our  Mississippi 
men  are  responding  so  nobly  to  requests  to 
take  parts  on  the  program.  Let  me  say  just 
here  that  I  fully  believe  that  our  state  has 
the  finest  ministerial  fellowship  and  noblest 
set  of  preachers  to  be  found  anywhere. 

The  chief  thought  in  mind  as  I  planned 
the  course  of  study  and  program  {or  ser¬ 
mons  and  addresses,  was  to  help  the  pastor 
see  the  supreme  importance  of  the  church  as 
God’s  executive  in  spirituftl  activities  and 
the  indisoluble  connection  he  bears  to  the 
church.  All  the  people  who  have  thought 
upon  the  great  need  of  enlistment  in  our 
great  Baptist  denomination  concur  in  the 
one  conclusion  that  “the  pastor  is  the  key 
to  the  situation.’’  As  that  is  true  the  prime 
effort  of  us  all  should  be  to  aid  the  pastor  to 
lo  change  the  situation  that  the  latent  force 
enrolled  in  our  churches  may  be  aroused  to 
the  exercise  of  its  great  power.  * 

In  each  of  the  six  schools  this  winter  the 
primary  thought  will  be  the  same,  and  is 
this;  "A  vision  of  a  model  New  Testament 
church  and  how  I  may  as  pastor,  lead  my 
church  toward  that  standard.’’ 

As  a  foundation  tothat  purpose  we  have 
secured  two  of  the  ripest  New  Testament 
teachers  to  be  found  to  spend  two  full  sixty 
minute  periods  each  day,  showing  us  from 
the  scriptures  the  “Origin,  Development 
and  Permanent  Type  of  n  New  Testament 
Church.”  Three  other  periods  each  day  will 
be  given  to  aptly  chosen  subjects  correlated 
to  the  above  given  subject,  specifically  em¬ 
phasizing  the  part  the  pastor  is  tc  perform 
in  bringing  the  church  to  the  God  revealed 
standard. 

The  sermons  and  addresses,  while  a'q  lving 
more  largely  to  all  classes  of  the  church 
members  and  others,  will  fit  into  this  pri¬ 
mary  purpose  to  strengthen  the  pastor  for 
his  task  as  God’s  chosen  leader  of  His 
church. 

I  hope  that  these  schools  may  be  conduc¬ 
ted  that  our  strongest  and  best  advanced 
pastors  may  be  refreshed  in  the  things  they 
have  before  learned,  gain  a  chosen  fellow¬ 
ship  with  their  brethren  not  so  well  ad¬ 
vanced  as  they  and  help  their  weaker  broth¬ 
ers  by  sharing  with  them  their  riper 
knowledge  and  higher  visions. 

Let’s  all  go  and  do  our  best  in  the  work 
of  mutual  helpfulness.  Reselve  now  to  set 
aside  this  mid-winter  week  and  spend  it  to¬ 
gether  in  one  of  these  schools.  I  feel  sure 
it  will  be  well  worth  while.

OVER  THE  TOP  AND  SALVATION  .” 


(W.  W.  Hamilton,  Supt.  of  Evangelism.) 
“Let  none  of  us  be  concerned  about  the 
future  of  our  soldier  dead.  From  the  house¬ 
tops  we  may  proclaim  that  never  were  hu¬ 
man  souls  more  deserving  of  or  more  certain 
to  inherit  eternal  life.” 

“The  soldier  dying  for  his  country  by 
virtue  of  the  fact  passes  to  a  glorious  re¬ 
ward  of  bliss.  The  Almighty  takes  to  Him¬ 
self  all  those  who  doing  their  duty  pass 
away  in  the  service  of  their  country. 

“The  Amirican  soldier  who  dies  in  this 
way  must  certainly  go  to  heaven,  because  he 
is  fighting  purely  for  humanity  without  hope 
of  gain  and  because  his  very  act  is  a  p»r 
feet  expression  of  Christian  faith  and  sacri¬ 
fice.” 

These  quotations  from  recent  popular  pub¬ 
lications  brings  to  us  the  newest  fad  in  re¬ 
ligion.  and  present  only  another  repetition 
of  the  error  which  Jesus  exposed,  that  of 
building  a  good  house  on  a  poor  foundation 
and  of  seeing  it  go  to  pieces  when  the  test¬ 
ing  time  comes.  \It  is  a  stumbling  and  un¬ 
worthy  effort  to  pay  a  most  deserving  tri¬ 
bute  to  our  soldier  heroes,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  most  of  them  resent  the  state¬ 
ment  because  of  its  being  a  profanation  and 
a  sacrilege. 

Those  who  are  the  advocates  of  salvation 
by  going  over  the  top  display  the  weakness 
of  their  own  theory  when  they  make  eternal 
life  certain  to  the  American  soldier,  but  not 
so  sure  for  the  British,  and  the  French. 
"The  Briton  who  serves  in  the  army  is  to 
some  extent  carrying  out  a  promise  and  a 
civic  duty.  "The  Frenchman's  land  was 
invaded,  his  home  destroyed,  his  wife  and 
children  attacked  in  many  cases.  No  de¬ 
cent  Frenchman  could  have  done  anything 
but  fight  to  the  death  in  defence  of  his 
country.” 

Therefore  it  is  argued  that  the  Britbu  and 
Frenchman  might  have  to  show  other  proof 
of  their  fitness  for  heaven.  A  still  graver 
controversy  prevails  as  to  the  German,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  argued  by  some  that  the  divine 
mercy  will  save  those  who  have  sinned  in 
ignorance. 

No  one  shall  surpass  us  in  our  praise  of 
the  man  who  goes  over  the  top,  or  of  the 
man  who  stays  by  the  stuff,  but  no  one  shall 
offend  or  deceive  him  or  us  by  setting  aside 
the  cross  of  Christ  and  the  grace  of  God. 
Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this  that  a 
man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends,  but 
Christ's  love  has  surpassed  that  of  man  and 
has  made  by  his  death  a  salvation  possible 
for  his  enemies. 

If  going  over  the  top  saves  the  soldier, 
th®1  his  f,ea,h  the  place  of  the  new 

birth,  without  which  Jesus  said  no  one  can 
"ee  the  Kingdom  of  God,  the  battlefield 
takes  the  place  of  Calvary,  and  human  sacri¬ 
fice  displaces  divine  atonement.  This  is 
turning  from  the  grace  of  Christ  to  another 
gospel,  which  is  not  another,  and  reminds 
ns  of  the  curse  pronounced  upon  those  who 
seek  to  pervert  and  distort  the  truth  (Gal 
1:6 Patriotism  and  faith  in  Jesus  are 
made  the  same,  heroic  deeds  take  the  place 
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of  the  righteousness  of  God.and  Christ  is 
dead  in  vain  (Gal.  2:21). 

If  falling  in  battle  Saves,  then  why  not  rush 
our  men  to  the  death  which  insures  eternal 
life,  and  why  not  include  Italian  and  Indian 
and  Arab  and  Australian  and  Canadian  ard 
Japanese  and  Chinese  soldiers  who  fight  with 
our  men  ?  Do  not  just  as  noble  motives,  too, 
possess  the  sailors  and  airmen  and  mechanics 
ami  electricians  and  engineers  and  doctors 
and  nurses  and  ambulance  drivers,  and  do 
not  many  of  them  die  just  ns  nobly!  Then 
if  dying  bravely  opens  heavens  gates  surely 
there  are  many  in  peaceful  callings  who 
should  not  be  forgotten,  such  as  firenien,  life- 
savers.  railroad  engineers  and  coal  miners, 
physicians,  trained  nurses  and  a  host  of 
others. 

Practically  all  mothers  would  thus  be 
saved,  probably  many  fathers  and  many  of 
those  who  have  won  Carnegie  medals  would 
certainly  be  included.  There  are  everyday 
heroes  who  die  daily  for  those  dependent 
upon  them,  and  who  are  just  as  brave,  just 
as  loyal,  just  as  unselfish  just  as  self-sacrific¬ 
ing  as  their  sons  and  husbands  and  broth¬ 
ers  and  fathers  who  have  gone  over  the  top. 

A  mother  in  one  of  our  camp  cities,  as  so 
many  have  done,  opened  her  house  to  the 
soldier  boys  and  gave  them  a  warm  welcome 
and  many  a  glad  hour.  One  of  the  soldiers 
who  came  died  of  menegitis,  and  soon  there¬ 
after  the  baby  in  that  home  was  laid  away 
because  of  the  same  disease.  That  mother 
wears  a  service  pin  with  its  one  star,  and 
surely  she  is  entitled  to  do  so.  Was  not  her 
"sacrifice  as  great  as  the  soldier  who  dies  in 
the  service  of  his  country! 

So,  after -all,  we  are  back  again  at  the 
same  old  question  as  to  whether  we  are 
saved  by  our  own  merit  or  by  the  merit  of 
Christ,  whether  by  works  or  by  grace.  Ono 
of  the  advocates  of  the  over-the-top  salva¬ 
tion.  says,  “Salvation  worth  having  is  only 
such  as  character  will  bring,’’  and  yet  he 
claims  that  soldiers  who  may  or  may  not  be 
possessed  of  great  character  are  “saved  by 
their  death  and  all  sins  are  washed  aw  ay.” 

If  eternal  life  is  to  come  by  character, 
then  what  is  to  become  of  those  whose  birth 
and  environment  and  mental  deficiency  and 
early  death  preclude  this!  If  failing  in  one 
point  is  to  be  guilty  of  all  (Jas.  2:10),  and 
if  the  character  chain  is  no  stronger  than 
its  weakest  link,  then  who  can  be  saved, 

The  truth  is  that  we  are  already  lost,  we 
arc  slaves  to  sin,  and  man  fallen  cannot  re¬ 
store  himself.  The  fact  that  a  slave  is  kind 
and  generous  does  not  change  his  condition, 
ad  the  good  conduct  of  the  man  under  sen¬ 
tence  does  not  free  him  from  the  verdict  of 
the  court.  The  Chinaman  in  the  pit  said 
that  Confusius  told  him  he  should  noi  have 
fallen  in;  and  Buddha  told  him  how  to  live, 
if  he  should  ever  get  out;  but  Christ  was 
the  only  one  who  brought  him  deliverance. 

Salvation  depends  on  our  personal  rela¬ 
tionship  to  Jesus.  “He  that  hath  the  Son 
hath  life:  and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of 
God  hath  not  life”  (1  Jno.  5:12).  “For  so 
greatly  did  God  love  the  world  that  He  gave 
Ilis  only  Son,  that  everyone  who  trusts  in 
Him  may  not  perish  but  may  have  the  life 
of  theages’’  (Pno.  3:16.)  “He  who  believes 


in  the  Son  has  the  life  of  the  ages;  he  who 
disobeys  the  Son  will  not  enter  into  life,  but 
God’s  anger  remains  upon  him”  (Jno.  3:36). 
“He  who  does  not  trust  lias  already  re¬ 
ceived  sentence,  because  he  has  not  his  trust 
resting  on  the  name  of  God’s  only  Son” 
(Jno.  3:18.) 

A  prodigal  boy,  who  would  not  listen  to 
his  mother’s  pleading,  and  who  went  away 
from  home  to  do  as  he  pleased,  and  to  escape 
the  love  which  sought  to  save  bun,  came 
back  at  last  diseased  and  dying.  Never  can 
the  pastor  forget  the  wail  of  the  mother  as 
she  leaned  over  the  casket  to  kiss  his  cold 
face,  and  suid.  “Farewell,  Joe!  You  'know 
that  I  did  my  best  to  save  you!  It  will  be 
even  so  with  the  soul  which  has  rebelled 
against  God’s  love,  has  persisted  in  the  ways 
of  sin,  and  has  refused  the  profered  grace 
and  peace  and  power  and  glory. 

The  judge  of  all  the  earth  has  done  right 
in  thus  providing  salvation  as  a  free  gift, 
and  he  will  do  right  in  dealing  with  those 
who  accept  and  reject.  We  are  saved  by 
what  Jesus  does  for  us,  and  we  are  rewarded 
by  what  we  do  for  Him.  Even  a  cup  of  cold 
water  in  Christ’s  name  will  not  be  forgotten, 
and  he  who  forsakes  friends  and  possessions 
and  native  land  for  Jesus  sake  will  not  fail 
of  his  reward.  • 

A  pastor  in  a  West  Virginia  railroad  town 
was  distressed  that  the  heavy  coal  trains 
jarred  the  bed,  the  very  house,  where  there 
was  a  sick  mother.  Coming  out  of  the  home 
the  minister  heard  the  little  flaxen  haired 
girl  begging  a  boy  not  to  pull  his  small  wag¬ 
on  along  the  cross-plank  walk  in  front  of 
the  home,  because  it  would  disturb  her  sick 
mother. 

The  boy  gave  no  heed  and  started  on 
again,  and  a  third  time,  until  finally  the  lit¬ 
tle  girl  stooped  down,  picked  up  the  wagon 
and  carried  it  past  the  house.  She  could 
not  stop  the  big  heavy,  thunderous  trains  of 
coal,  but  she  could  stop  that  wngon,  and 
she  did  what  she  could.  This  is  the  spirit 
that  shows  genuine  love  and  brings  great 
reward. 

There  are  some  who,  as  Abraham,  seem 
fearful  as  to  whether  God  will  do  right  and 
who  seek  to  protect  His  honor,  but  He  has 
already  told  us  in  His  Word  that  in  the 
questiou  of  reward,  heredity  and  light  and 
opportunity  and.  faithfulness  and  Inotive 
and  acts  and  words  and  even  the  counsels  of 
the  heart,  will  all  be  duly  considered.  What 
•a  glorious  promise  is  this  to  the  soldier  who 
goes  over  the  top  for  Christ’s  sake,  and  who 
for  the  sake  of  liberty  and  truth  and  justice 
and  right  dies  in  holy  warfare! 

Jesus  only  and  the  Bible  whollv!  This 
is  the  one  safe  slogan  for  soldiers,  or  civil¬ 
ian.  There  is  no  second  name  under  heaven 
given  among  men,  through  which  we  are  to 
be  saved,  and  there  is  no  human  substitute 
for  divine  holiness.  Our  hope  can  rest  on 
nothing  less  than  Jesus  blood  and  righteous¬ 
ness.

One  of  the  great  munition  works  in  the 
Midlands  o  fEngland  has  achieved  remark¬ 
able  success  in  the  cultivation  of  the  waste 
land  surrounding  the  factory , buildings  and 
sheds.  This  land,  which  previous  to  the  war 
would  have  been  neglected  as  waste  and  un¬ 
sightly  with  refuse  heaps,  by  means  of  an 
intensive  system  of  cultivation  is  producing 
great  ^quantities  of  vegetables,  which  fully 
supply  the  requirements  of  the  people.  This 
season  pig  and  poultry  rearing  and  breeding 
have  widened  the  scope  of  the  scheme,  and 
immensely  added  to  its  food  producing  val¬ 
ue.  One  hundred  adres  are  under  cultivation 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  factory  will  be 
entirely  self-supporting  as  regards  vegeta¬ 
bles.  As  the  employees  number  about  12,- 
000  people  a  great  saving  of  foodstuffs  is  se¬ 
cured.

COPIAH  ASSOCIATION 

Knitting  to  women  is  now  second  nature, 
their  reflex  action.  It  is  therefore  doubly 
interesting  to  know  that  once  upon  a  time, 
the  ball  of  thread  wes  called  the  “clue,” 
and  that  it  was  supported  by  a  metal  hook 
called  the  clue  holder.  Thus  it  is,  that  we 
speak  of  a  clue,  as  a  thread  to  unravel  mys¬ 
teries,'  a  suggestion  that  opens  up  new 
avenues  of  thought  or  activity. 

Perhaps  in  all  Southern  Baptist  •  life, 
there  is  no  cine  equal  to  the  annual  asjc 
niational  meeting,  for  there  it  is.  that  tang¬ 
led  threads  are  unraveled.  There  it  is  that 
the  good  reports  of  some,  provoke  others  to 
better  works,  there  it  is  that  new  methods 
and  plans  are  outlined  and  exchanged,  and 
the  years  efficiency  largely  determined.

A  Dividing  Principle. 

Rldpath,  the  distinguished  Meth¬ 
odist  historian,  says.  “In  the  first 
hundred  years  all  Christians  were 
Baptists.”  How  did  Christians  be¬ 
come  separated  into  different  groups 
or  denominations?  The  explanation 
la  simple  and  plain.  Early  In  the 
history  of  Christendom  Greek  philo¬ 
sophy  penetrated  t’„e  thinking  of 
Christians.  There  was  a  gradual 
weakening  of  Christian  faith  and.  at 
the  same  time,  there  was  a  process  of 
outward  adjustment  and  accommoda¬ 
tion  to  environment  The  simplicity 
of  the  churches  was  corrupted.  Final¬ 
ly.  human  wisdom  and  authority  broke 
down  the  principle  of  supreme  loyal¬ 
ty  to  Jesus  as  head  of  His  churches 
and  the  only  law-^iver  to  Ills  people. 
Human  leadership  was  substituted  for 
divine  leadership.  The  simple  meth¬ 
ods  of  Christ  were  too  slow  for  the 
times.  From  the  day  obedience  to 
Christ  gave  way  to  human  leadership, 
Romanism  developed  normally.  We 
are  now  face  to  face  with  the  second 
great  apos’acy,  through  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  same  evil  working  prin¬ 
ciple.

Christ’s  followers  will  find  it  very  dif¬ 
ficult  to  bring  with  force  and  influence 
the  Christian  message  to  the  nations 
after  the  war.  "There  must  be  a 
League  of  Peace  expression  of  the 
common  bond  of  brotherhood  and  hu¬ 
manity”  If  Christians  themselves 
have  no  working  program  of  unity, 
no  outward  expression  ofa  common 
brothorhool  and  of  commo  nalms  for 
humanity. 

This  does  not  necessarily  mean  the 
destruction  of  denominations,  any 
more  than  a  League  of  Nations  means 
the  overthrow  of  nationalism.  Both, 
however,  aim  at  the  destruction  of 
wasteful  fighting,  and  at  harmonious 
co-operation  in  matters  of  common 
welfare. 

That  the  trend  of  events  In  the  re¬ 
ligious  world  (as  Doctors  Love,  Mul¬ 
lins,  Gambrell  and  others  have  point¬ 
ed  out)  Is  toward  some  sort  of  unifica¬ 
tion  cannot  be  questioned;  just  as  the 
logic  of  events  in  the  political  world 
Is  Inevitably  toward  some  kind  of  in¬ 
ternational  unity.  No  denomination, 
and  no  country,  is  strong  enough  to 
withstand  it  There  can  be  no  hermit 
nation  and  no  hermit  denomination 
in  this  Irea  of  our  Lord. 

What  we  Baptists  need,  therefore,  is

The  change  In  the  foreign  situation 
necessarily  alters  the  details  of  our 
food  program,  because  the  freeing  of 
tho  seas  from  the  submarine  menace, 
renders  accessible  the  wheat  supplies 
of  India,  Australia  and  the  Argen¬ 
tine.  The  total  food  demand  upon 
the  United  States  Is  not  diminished, 
however.  On  the  contrary.  It  Is  In¬ 
creased.  In  addition  to  the  supply¬ 
ing  of  those  to  whom  wc  are  already 
pledged,  we  now  have  the  splendid  op¬ 
portunity  and  obligation  of  meeting 
the  needs  of  those  millions  of  people 
In  the  hitherto  occupied  territories 
who  are  facing  actual  starvation. 
The  people  of  Belgium,  Northern 
France,  Serbia,  Roumanla,  Monte¬ 
negro,  Poland,  Russia  and  Armenia 
rely  upon  America  for  Immediate  aid. 
We  must  also  participate  in  the  pre¬ 
servation  of  the  newly  liberated  na¬ 
tions  in  Austria;  nor  can  we  Ignore 
the  effect  on  the  future  world  develop¬ 
ments  of  a  famine  condition  among 
those  other  people  whom  we  have  re¬ 
cently  released  from  our  enemies. 
All  these  considerations  mean  that 
upwards  of  200  million  people,  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  those  we  are  alreadp  pledged 
to  serve,  ore  now  looking  to  us  In 
their  misery  and  famine.  Our  appeal 
today  is  therefore  larger  than  the 
former  appeal  to  the  "war  conscience" 
of  our  people.  The  new  appeal  Is  to 
the  “world  conscience,"  which  must 
be  the  guiding  Inspiration  of  our  fu¬ 
ture  program. 

The  determining  factor  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  such  an  enlarged  appeal  will 
be  the  vivid  consciousness  In  every 
Individual  In  each  community  of  ob¬ 
ligation  and  opportunity.  It  Is  that 
common  recognition  of  obligation, 
that  we  now  wish  to  create.  Such  an 
Intelligent  "world  conscience"  in  the 
American  people  must  be  the  main 
dependence  of  the  stricken  countries 
of  the  world  until  normal  conditions 
are  once  more  restored. 

America  by  her  participation  In  the 
war  has  accomplished  her  objectives 
of  self-defense  and  of  vindicating  the 
efficiency  of  a  government  In  which 
the  people,  and  the  people  only,  are 
sovereign.  She  has  established  the 
foundations  of  government  by  the 
people  throughout  the  enemy  coun- 
I  tries,  and  this  Is  the  real  bulwark  of 
|  world  peace.  We  have  yet  to  build  on 
these  foundations.  No  government  nor 
nation  can  stand  If  its  people  are 
starving.  We  must  do  our  part  If  the 
world  be  not  consumed  In  a  flame  of 
anarchy. 

The  American  people.  In  this  most 
critical  period  of  their  history,  have 
the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  not 
only  their  ability  to  assist  in  estab¬ 
lishing  peace  on  earth,  but  also  their 
consecration,  by  seir-denlal,  to  the 
cause  of  suffering  humanity.
